Extract ofa letter froma Bu'timorean,to the editor of 
the Baltimore Patriot, dated Bosion, Sept 23d, 1825. 
On Monday, in company with 4 fiend, 1 
visited the venerable Jolin Adams, at his man- 
sion in Quincy. We arrived there before nine 
in the morning, the day was remarkably mild 
and pleasant, and he had, for the first time for 
a long time past, taken aride toa near néigh- 
bours. On our approaching his residence, we 
met an aged man in a carriage who bowed as 
we passed, but we had no idea at the time, 
vuat it was Mr. Adams. On or arrival at the 
house we were very cordially received by his 
son, Judge Thomas B. Adams, who intormed 
us that it was his father that we met on the 
toad, and that he would returs in the course 
ofan hour. Being invited to wait his return, 
and unwilling to depart without seeing this 
Fenerable patriarch, we spent the time very 
agreeadly, in examining the various portraits 
and pamtings which adorn the rooms of his 
large, though plain and comfortable dwelling, 
oat in a walk over a part of his farm to visit 
bis stone quarries, which afford a moderate 
revenue. On entering the hall, the first thing 
that caught tlie eye, was an excellent bust of 
that stern veteran, General Jackson. ‘Ihe 
farm is under good cultivation, and the house 
is of the ancient order, classical and chasie, 
butby no meanstich orgorgeous. A stranger 
would recogmse it asthe residence of the man 
of learning and of science. On our return 
from our Walk, we were conducted to his 
chambers, where we found him seated upon 
the sofu, attended by hrs neice. [had not scen 
him before for the last twelve years—time bad 
made a most visible alteration in his appear- 
ance, and the first thought tat struck me, 
was the last scene of * Shakspeare’s seven 
is.”

EUROPEAN AFIAIRs. 


From Jate English papers, received by our correspon- 
dent, Mr. Snowden, of the National Advocate, N.Y. 
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GREECE.—Apn English packet which left 
Napoli di Romania, Jalv 5, arrived at Mar- 
seilles, bringing tavorable accounts of the 
Greek cause. A letter dated July 2, after a 
detailed account of the unsuccessful altack of 
the Egyptian army on the Mills, June 25, (in 
which it is stated Ibrahim Pacha lost 690 men, 
including his nephew Omer Pacha, Governor 
of Candia) states that the Pacha, on the 29th 
June, hastiiy retreated from Argos, hoping to 
reach the neighborhood of Navarin, before 
his retreat should be intercepted by the ral- 
lying of the different Greek Corps. Coloco- 
troni wus at Troxena, and had‘announced to 
the government, that Ibrahim ente#ed Tripo- 
litza, July 1, with the whole of his army, by 
way of Kib, Agenitze, and Arni—that he had 
taken every measure, by oceupying the ne 
cessary posits, to cut off his retreat; that all 
the communications of the Egyptians were 
intercepted, they were destitute of water and 
provisions, and had no alternative but to sur 
render, or to force their way sword in hand 
from so critical a position, No further news 
had been received when the packet sailed. 

The following proclamation was issued by 

olocotroni, ou the retreat of Ibralim froin 
Napoli di Romani. 

** Brave countrymen, brothers, stationed at 
Dierveni, Klii, Arcadia, Pirgo, and Gastini, 
and all my fellow citizens—We yesterday 
succeeded in enclosing tbrahim Pacha, the 
most dangerous cuemy of the Pcloponnesas, 
in the position agreed on. The day was ren- 
dered still more glorious by the fire of the 
Greeks, which that haughty man had to sus- 
tain. However, as he is not entirely destroy- 
ed, but only surrounded, { call on you as 
brothers, but especially on such of you as are 
stationed at Choussa. Guskini, and Pirgo, to 
hasten and march day and night in order to 
arrive here in time. On this depends both 
the success cf Greece, and the lives of your 
wives and children! asten confidently and 
fearlessly to crush the enemy with a single 
biow, and to free us forever. If you are 
Christians and Grecks, if vou value your 
lives and your country, hasten to give your 
assistance. On you depends this day our de- 
iF our destruction, ‘Those who are 
at present stationed at Patras must remain 
there; but the others should make no delay 
in coming whither they are called.” 
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Whatever advantages the Turks and Egvp- 
tians have gained, in their war with the 
Greeks, ure said to be owing to the Christian 
officers who lead the battalions of the Barba- 
rans. A gallant French Commander, General 
Roche, whois in the Greek service, complains 
of this, and mentions, besides, that a hundred 
European vessels have been hired as trans- 
ports to the Egyptians, and convoy cannon 
that are furnished to the invaders &e. 

Curious Challenge.—We have received a 
letter fiom Mr. John G, Mcrris, in which be 
offers to undertake the following singular 
nautical feat, if he can get backed by any re- 
spectable persons :—** To sail from London, 
and take a final departure from Falmouth, and 
touch at Madeira, thence to Bridgetown, Bar- 
barloes, thence to Kingston, Jumaica ; thence 
to Havana, in Cuba; and thence to New-York 
—and to perform the voyage in five months, 





in a vessel not to exceed forty feet in Iength, 
with wheels, without the use of steam or am- 
mal power, of his own invention, never vet 
made public, and with the help of sails occa- 
sionally ; and he will perform this verv circurt- 
ous, hazardousand daring vovage, without the 
wil, assistance or company of any human being 
whatever. He proposes to perform the voy- 
age next sammer if he can mect with a backer. 
The little vessel, he says, shall be a perfect 
model of British naval architecture, and her 
machinery will not be expensive. Should he 
meet with any success, in the form ofa written 
promise from anyaespectable source, he will 
leave New-York, on his own account, next 
April, for London, ina little vessel not to ex- 
ceed thirty fect im Jength, with sails as usual, 
alone, without the aid or assisiunce, or com- 
pany of any human being whatever. His re- 
sidence in New-York is 138 Harman street.— 
Dublin Warder. 

A curious system of robbery has been de- 
tected at Aschaffenbourg, in Buvaria. A set 
of ruffians, already ia prison there, contrived 
to cut the bars of their dungeon, and to sally 
forth, committing depredations, afier which 
they returned to prison, replacing the bars, 
sv that their evasion was not discovered. Phis 
they continued nightly for a long time, be- 
commg the terror of the town, until one of 
them, in ancscupe from the guard, left be- 
hind him part of his waistcoat, upon which 
was a button with the prison mark, and which 
led to the detection.

Mr. T. H. Bell, of Alnwick, England, has 
invented what he calls a marme cravat, to pre- 
vent persons from drowning. It is a cvlindes 
of leather, water proof, three inches jin dia- 
meter, sufficient)y long to surround the neck, 
and fasten bebond with a buckle or clasp. It 
possvsses a buoyancy stfficient to keep u per. 
son’s head above waicr, so that by its use any 
one, though unable to swim, might venture 
into the deepest water, and remain suspended 
m security. 


Fantine at Ceare.—Maranham (Brazilian) 
papers to the 29th July have been received 
at Boston. From the papers we learn that 
“the scourge of famine was desolating the 
province of Ceara,” and that a number of 
families had arrived at Maranham, from Ceara, 
having abandoned their homes in consequence 
of the scarcity. An order of the Vice Presi. 
dent and Military Governor of the city, re- 
quires of the municipal authority an “instant 
report of the quantity of flour which can be 
sent to the relief of humanity suffering wider 
one of the most destructive calamities that ean 
betal the human race.” This order states that 
many persons had perished with hunger.

ENGLAND, FIFTY YEARS AGO. 

In seventy ycars ‘the people. of Great Bri- 
tain have advanced full eight millions. In 
<wenty-five years, the number of inhabited 
houses in England and Wales alone have ad- 
yanced one half. Fifty years ago, the very 
existence of canals was a matter of increduli- 
ty. Fiftpmillions of public wealth have now 
been profitably absorbed by these mighty 
ducts; and at least halfas much more is at 
this hour destined for their formation. Fifty 
years ago, there was hardly a steam engine in 
the kingdom. . There cannot now be less 
than twelve thousand ; a creation of power 
equal to at least a quarter of a million of hors. 
@3,; an energy which, ina single day, would 
have paised up the great Pyramid of Egypt. 
Fifty years ago, out annual export of manu- 
“actured cotton did not amount to a quarter 
of a million in value. It has now swollen to 
nearly thirty millions. In the same period, 
ou? exported wodllens, in defiance of Saxon, 
iragsian, Spanish, and American competition, 
have advanced more than two millions, Fifty 
years ago, our imports of raw silks were only 
three hundred thousand pounds in weight.— 
‘Chey ate now nearly three millions. Fifty years 
Dp ott ‘exrort of iron was hardly twelve 
_‘trousand tons. It is now about ten times as 
much, Fifty ycars ago, our exports of linens 
were about ten millions of vards; they are 
now neatly forte millions. Filty years ago, 
the whole value of our exported produce, 
both native and foreign, was just fifteen mil- 
lions of money; the value of British produce 
exported,.Mone, is now more than 50 mil- 
lions. A hundred and fifty years ago, says 
old Tucker, there were only two or three 
vessels above two hundred tons; our whole 
‘tonnage is now more than a quarier of a mil- 
lion, employing twenty thousand souls. A 
hundred and fifty years ago, says Chalmers, 
‘he whole navy of Britain did not amount to 
a hnndred thousand tons; itis now at least 
‘-hree millions of tons, employing about two 
hundred thousand souls.— Edinburgh Obs.
